liko llic SI-.'.T -t mutual benefit societies called 
by dir.'.T- •••• v.amcs, tbat provide temporary 
relief for ivMoivs and orphans, and for n-.on 
rnmpnciliiU.il by sickness or accident from 
earning n livr-li'.iood. Had it not boon for tho 
brco number of secret labor organizations in 
this country monopoly would lonpr ago have, 
under its ponderous wheels, gp-ound the labor- 
injj classes into an intolcrablo servitudo. Tbe 
men who want llio whole earth to themselves 
would hnvu fit it before thin, had it not been 
for tho banding together of grent secret 
organizations. And, while wo deplore many 
things that liavo been done by thoin, their 
existence is n necessity, and their legitimate 
sphere distinctly pointod out by tho providence 
of Go.l, Such organizations aro trying lo 
dismiss from their association all members in 
favor of anarchy and social chaos. They will 
gradually ceoiJ anything like tyranny over 
their membcra and will forbid violent inter- 
ference with any man's work whether ho be- 
longs to their union or is outside of it, and 
wilTdcclaro their disgust with any such rule 
as that passed in England by tho Manchester 
Bricklayers' association, which says any man 
round nmning or working beyond a regular 
speed shall bo Cued two shillings andsisponco 
for tho first offense, five shillings for tho 
second, ten shillings for tho third, and if still 
persisting shall bo dealt with as tho com- 
mittco think proper. There are secret socie- 
ties in our collages that havo letters. of th» 
Greek alphabet for their nomenclature, and 
their members aro at the very front in 
scholarship and irreproachable in morals, 
while, tkci-o are others the scene of carousal, 
and thoy gamble, and they drink, and they 
graduate knowing a hundred limes nio.-o 
about sin than they do of geometry and 
Sophocles. In other words, secret societies, 
liko individuals, aro good or bad, nro tho 
means of moral health or of temporal and 
eternal damnation. All good people reeog- 
nizo tho vice of slandering on individual, but 
many do not seo tho sin of slandering an 
organization. 


There are old secret societies in this ami 


other countries, somo of them centuries old, 
which have been widely denounced as im- 
moral nnd damaging in their influence, yet 
I bavo hundreds of personal friends who be- 
long to them, friends who aro consecrated to 
God, pillars in tho church, faithful in all re- 
lations of life, examples of virtue and piety. 
Thoy are the kind of friends whom I would 
have for my executors if I am so happy as to 
leave anything for my household at the tiano 
ot decease, and they are tho men whom I 
would bavo to curry me out to tho lost sleep 
when I am dead. You cannot niako mo be- 
lieve- that they would belong to bad institu- 
tions. They nro tho men who would stamp 
on anything iniquitous, nnd I would cer- 
tainly ratiier take their testimony in regard 
to such sociotics than the testimony ot those 
who having been sworn in as members, by 
their assault upon tbo society confess them- 
selves perjurers. Ono of these secret societies 
gave for tho relief of tho sick in 1870, m this 
country, $1,400,274. Somo of tbeso Eocier.es 
have poured a very heaven of sunshine and 
benediction into tho homo of 
suffering.
